“Lhe telegrams speak for tiemseives,” 
he said. “i sent a perfectly respectiul mes- 
sage to Gayernor Pennoyer, and received in 
reply the dispatch which bas been given to 
the press, ‘the representation had been 
made to the department tiuat violence mignt 
be done Chinese subjects when the law went 
into effect and dispatches were sent as 
precautionary measures. I do not believe 
there is any prospect of trouble, but the 
dispatches were sent, nevertheless, to aliay 
apprehension.” 

serious trouble in which the United 
Sates became involved in the conflict be 
tween state laws and treaty stipulations 
over the killing of the Italians in New Or- 
leans and also the killing of several Chinese 
and wounding of many —— ut Rock 
Creek, Wyo., for which the United States 
made reparation, induced the administra- 
tion to take every precaution to avert vio- 
lence towards Chinese citizens over the en- 
forcement of the exclusion law.

on. 
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THE CUBAN INSURRECTION. 


Our Consul General at Havana Sends the 
Particulars. 

Washington, May 4.—Necretary Gresham 
has received a letter from the United Stafes 
consul general at Havana, dated Anril 
29th, forwarding a copy of the proclamatiéh 
issued April 28th by the governor general 
of Cuba, already published, declaring the 
provinée of Santiago de Cuba in a state 
of siege. The reason given for the meas- 
ure is that some bands of men have risen 
in arms against the government in the 
hamlets of Velas:o and Puerta, near the 
northern coast of that province, for the 
immediate suppression of which active mili- 
tary means are now bei taken.by the 
government. 

The consul general says that, according 
to the newspapers, the bands number about 
one hundred persons, while rumor gives 
their number all the way from 5U0 to 700 
men. This letter was the first official in- 
formation received by the state  depart- 
-ment witb regard to the Cuban trouble. 

Secretary Gresham said this morning 
that no telegrams had come to him today, 
and that he nad not been advised of the 
reported surrender of the insurgent band 
as given in previous dispatches. The Span- 
ish legation here keeps a close watch upon 
all filibustering movements, and never fuils 
to give proper warning to the state depart- 
ment when anything more seriously is ac- 
tually in progress than Cuban junta pro- 
nunciamentoes, or speeches of Senor Marti, 
No complaint has been made to the state 
department for many months by the Span- 
ish -legation of contemplated violations of 
the neutrality law in the United States. 
The commander of the revenue cutter Mc- 
Lane, stationed off the Florida coast, is 
under general and specific orders to prompt- 
il advise the treasury department of any 
show of danger of violation of the neutral- 
ity laws by filibustering expeditions, and to 
take immediate measures for the repres- 
sion of any such movement without wait- 
ing for instructions. No report of anv 
contemplated filibustering expedition has 
been received from the commander of the 
McLane, and it is, therefore, inferred by 
the revenue marine officials that no move- 
ment of this kind has ever been in serious 
contemplation, dispatches from Key West 
to the contrary notwiehstand.

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TILLMAN'S COUP. 


He Startles the State with a Sensational 
Move 


IN THE NOTED DENMARK CASi. 


Solicitor Jervey Made a Sensational 
Speech Against the Governor, 


IS CALLED ON 


AND NOW HE 


To Take Charg? of the Prosecution of the 
Lynchers— Will H&Make His Threat 
Good and Indict the Governor? 


Columbia, S. C., May 4.—(Special.)—The 
aftermath of the Denmark lynching grows 
interesting. Today’s developments are racy 
and those of the near future will probably 


be more so. 

From the published utterances of Govr- 
ernor Tillman on the subject the general 
impression has been that he would take 
no action against the lynchers, but be 
took the preliminary steps today and i 
a way that is unexpected, bold and start- 


ling. : 

At the mass meeting of citizens in this 
county recently to express themselves on 
Governor Tillman’s course in sending the 
negro Peterson before the lynchers, So- 
licitor Jervey, of Charleston, happened tv 
be present and on being called upon to 
speak, made use of these remarks: If | 
were the solicitor in Barnwell county ‘I 
should indict every man who took part in 
that murder and | should name as accessory 
before the act B. R. Tillman--(loud applause) 
—and in my argument before the jury 
{1 am very much mistaken if I would not 
show that he was more responsible than any 
of them.” (Loud applause.) 

Today the governor made public a letter 
written to him yesterday by Solicitor Bel- 
linger, of the Barnwell circuit, in whic 
he says: 

“T desire to call your attetnion officially 
to the recent lynching at Denmark in con- 
nection with the following statement: So 
far no warrants have been sworn out by. 
any one against any person supposed to 
be connected with the affair and the pro- 
ceedings and verdict of the jury of 
inguest gave no information upo2 
which the prosecution can be begun. 
Under these circumstances, if the case js 
to receive that investigation which its 
gravity seems to require, it becomes the 
duty of the executive officer to institute 
proceedings in the premises. Inasmuch as 
a violation of law was committed in 4 
community in which I have relatives and 
connections, it is not impossible that some 
of them were implicated, especially when 
it is stated that the entire community was 
engaged in the enterprise. Such being the 
case, any effort on my part to bring the 
perpetrators to justice would be embarras- 
sing to me, and probably lay me open to 


the charge of partiality and insincerity. 1} 


would, therefore, respectfully request that 
your excellency would charge the solicitor 
of one of the adjoining circuits to take 
charge of the case, and would suggest 
Solicitor Jervey, whose circuit adjoins this 
county, and who probably better under- 
stands the situation, and could give the 
matter satisfactory attention.” 

Herein comes the interesting part of 
this story: 

Today Governor Tillman wrote a letter 
to Solicitor Jervey, in which he notifies 
him of Bellinger’s letter, and says: “lL 
therefore direct you to proceed to Den- 
mark at your earliest convenience for the 
purpose of thoroughly investigating the out- 
break and taking the necessary steps to 
vindicate the law and punish the lynch- 


ers.” 

Mhe conelusion of the governor's letter 
illustrates the very refinement of sarcasm. 
He says: 

I comply with Mr. Bellinger’s request the 
more readily because your well-known Zeal 
and ability give assurance that you will do 
your duty. Yours very respectfully, 

B. R. TILLMAN, Governor. 

P. S.—-Mr. Bellinger will, of course, take 
your place in any work in your own circuit, 
which may interfere with your compliance 
with this order. 


HAD LOTS OF DIAMONDS.

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NBARLY A PANIC 


On Wall Street Yesterday Among the 
Brokers. 


FOUR LARGE FAILURES ANNOUNCED 


And fora Time There Was Great 
Excitement, 


AND SOME VERY BAD BREAKS IN STOCKS, 


The Clearing House System Kept Many 
Others from Going to th> Wall. 
Talks With Brokers. 


New York, May 4.—Wall street was start- 
led soon after the opening by the failure of 
Henry Allen & Co., because of its ramifica- 
tions in Chicago and other western cities, 
has commanded a large patronage and ex- 
erted important influence on ’change. Al- 
most simultaneously with this announce- 
ment came the failure of B. L. Smythe & 
Co., and later the suspension of Schuyler 
Walden was made known from the rostrum 
of the exchange. 

Ali three concerns owe their misfortune 
to the remarkable decline in National Cord- 
age stocks, of which they were heavily long 
for customers, who failed to respond to the 
calls for additional margins. 

Throughout the day there were rumors 
that other failures were impending, and bro- 
kers and speculators were kept in a state of 
trepidation and excitement by the fear of 
further calamities. Liquidations were on a 
wholesate scale and intense excitement pre- 
vailed as various firms sold out their cus- 
tomers and a perfect avalanche of stocks 
caMe upon the market. 

The drop in prices was unusual, even for 
times of panic, and denoted the _ serious 
straits in which speculators find themselves. 
The fact that London and Paris bought 
heavily, and that investors here with ample 
means also took stocks freely, failed to stem 
the downward current. Two or three sharp 
rallies occurred, but the rise only served to 
increase the desire to get out. 

Bad Lreaks in Stocks. 

Just previous to the close there was a par- 
ticularly bad break in General Electric, 
Cordage, Sugar and Manhattan, and the 
manner in which these stocks were thrown 
overboard gave rise to rumors that other 
tirms would suspend tomorrow. Shrewd in- 
vestors, howver, continued to buy, and the 
belief obtains that the panic is in fact ap- 
proaching the culminating point. The trad- 
ing reached 741,072 shares, the largest total 
for a very long time. Over 122,0UU of un- 
listed stocks changed bands. National Cord- 
age figured for 132,810, Sugar for 96,070, 
St. Paul for 62,500, Chicago Gas for 44,534, 
Burlington and Quincy for 62,500 and At- 
chison for 27,774 shares.

A Statement Made. 

The market closed feverish and unsettled. 
Late this afternoon an informa] statement 
was made in regard to the condition of af- 
fairs of the National Cordage Company. 
President Waterbury was not in his office at 
the time, but the statement was made by au 
olucer of the company after the consulta- 
tion with several ot the directors and the 
counsel for the Cordage trust. ‘he state- 
ment was to the effect that the National 
Cordage Company had not applied for a re- 
ceiver and was fully able to pay all divi- 
dends for the ensuing year. ‘The sudden de- 
cline in the price of Cordage stock is at- 
tributed by the ofticers of tne trust to the 
fact that at this season a great deal of 
money goes out of the city to outside in- 
vestors in the shape of dividends, and it 
takes some time for it to get back to the 
city. Again, there has been some discrimi- 
nation by the banks against Cordage paper, 
and this, together with the recent addition- 


al issue of $2,000,000 = additional 
stock. has had the effect of 
forcing prices down, The  addi- 


tional stock was issued, it is said, in or- 
der to liquidate a lot of outstanding paper 
of the trust, — 

_ Speaking of yesterday’s and this morn- 
ing 8 failures and the operation of the stock 
exchange clearing house, a governor of the 
stock exchange said: ® 

“If it bad not been for the existence of 
the clearing house, other failures could not 
have been well avoided. Now they are not 
likely. Under the clearing house system 
only the balances have to be settled. Any 
balance not settled is divided up among 
those having dealings with the house, which 
faiis to setile, each one paying its share 
and the loss is so distributed that it is not 
felt. The system works like a charm. 

Without is each firm would have to settle 
up Its own account and temporary embar- 
rassment, or perhaps failure would thug 
inevitably, in some cases, be brought about. 
The clearing house system prevents that by 
confining failures to the firm actually em- 
barrassed by their own dealings.” 

On the consolidated éxchange and _ petro- 
leum exchange today there seemed to be little 
apprehensfon, The traders there had been 
dumping all the long accounts in Industrials 
for @ week past, and now that the crash 
had come, everybody was safe, the shorts 
covering completely at a profit. There was 
a fair trade in the Industrials, but the at- 
tention was directed chiefly today to the 
railroad securities and under an attack hy 
the bears to break the markets, the whole 
list became quite strong. The failure to 
meet clearing house balances wag the only 


embarrassment. and only three 
brokers were involved in a very 
small way. They were C. A. Gilson, 


one Of the most conservative traders on the 
floor, W. F. Beardsley and T. F. Bradley. 
Each, of the delinquents had twenty-four 
hours in which to meet his secounts. — Rail- 
way and miscellaneous bonds were very 
weak. The sales were $1,616.000. 

About King & Co.’s Fafiure. 


The failure of A. H. King & Co. was the 
cause of some surprise in commercial circles 
yesterday, owing partly to the fact that 
under one name or another. the firm has 
done business for forty years in this city. 
Harry Cohen, the cashier. says that the lia- 
bilities of the firm were now definitely 
known to be $250,000, and he thonght the 
assets would cover the liabilities. ‘The bus- 
iness.’” he said. “will be continned in a very 
few days, on Saturday if possible.” He at- 
tributed the failure to the backward season.

London houses, it will be noticed, 
bought the railroad stocks promptly at this 
morning’s opening and there is reason to 
believe that their purchases represented this 
time something more than New York orders.

A LESSON IN NATURAL HISTORY 


By Mr. Coudert Before the Behring Sea 
Court of Arbitration. 


Paris, May 4.—Mr. F. R. Coudert contin- 
ued his argument in behalf of the United 
States today before the Behring sea arbitra- 
tion. Mr. Coudert analyzed the joint re- 
port of the commissioners appointed by 
Great Britain and the United States to as- 
certain the facts in relation to seal life in 
Bebring sea and the measures uecessary for 
its proper protéction and prevention. Mr. 
Coudert urged tiat the pelagic sealers in 
killing a gravid female, destroyed three anl- 
mals and then frequently did not obtain a 
skin as the result of this slaughter. The 
creatures that the sealers kill often sink .a 
the sea and thus escape them. Mr. Coudert 
humorously described the refusal of the fe 
male seals to suckle pups that had been or- 
phaned through the aahter of their moti- 
ers by the pelagic sealers, and caused con- 
siderable merriment among the lisieuers. 

There was a frequent exchange of repar- 
tee between Baron deCourcel, president of 
the tribunal, and Mr. Coudert. 

Mr. Coudert read attidavits in support of 
these assertions. He had read up on the 
natural history of the seal, replying with 
readiness to a series of questions addressed 
to him by the aembers of the tribunal of ar- 
bitration. Ik response to a question by 
Baron de Courcel, Mr. Coudert said that 
Copper island seals caught by the pelagic 
sealers came to the market as having been 
caught in Japan. 

Tne British ‘counsel exclaimed in chorus: 
“That is quite wrong.” Mr. Coudert an- 
swered, “We have ample proof that it is 
true. We have proof also that three-fourtlis 
of the total number of skins sold are those 
of females.” 

Mr. Coudert read evidence in support of 
his statement. 

Lord Hannen, one of the British arbitra- 
tors, asked: “During the preparation of 
the skins is anybody’s attention called to 
the distinction between female and male 
skins?’ 

Mr. Coudert continued to read affidavits 
in support of his statements, whereupon 
the president, Baron de Courcel, said: 

“Lord Hannen’s question is unanswered. 
I suppose nobody could answer it.” 

Mr. Coudert: “If nobody can, then I 


“cannot; but I should not like to admit by 


silence my inability to answer the ques- 
tion.” 

Mr. Coudert went on to show the sex of 
the seals naturally presented itself to. those 
engaged in preparing the skins. Mr. Coudert 
quoted the French furrier, Revillon, as 
saying that the sex could not be distinguish- 
ed from the skins, but he said he would 
produce overwhelming proof to the con- 
trary. 

Recurring to the question of the territo- 
rial limits within which the seals were 
caught, Mr. Coudert contrasted the state- 
ments of a British sealing captain to the 
effect that the animals were never found 
ten miles from land with the evidence of 
another British witness to the effect that 
he had found seals at a distance of between 
ten and one hundred and fifty miles from 
the coast. 


TIES ON THE TRACK, 


Attempt to Wreck a Train on the Lake 
Erie and Weatern. 


Lima, 0., May 4.—An attempt was made 
last night to wreck the westbound express 
on the Lake Erie and Western road, due 

Lima at 9:45 o’clock p. m. A heavy 
sgipment of money was on the train, and 
that was what the wreckers were after. 
The plot was arranged about three-quar- 
ters of a mile west of Paxton, a most 
desolate piece of territory. At the foot 
of a grade, near the curve, a pile of ties, 
spiked together, was placed across the 
track. The robbers lay in ambush. The 
express train was behind time, and the 
right of way was given to a second-class 
passenger train. This train came against 
the obstruction, and the engine and two 
coaches were ditched. No one was in- 
jured, but great excitement. prevailed. 

A heavy freight train was following the 
accommodation closely. The flagman start- 
ed back, and had proceeded about one 
hundred feet when he was suddenly con- 
fronted by the highwaymen with revolvers, 
and compelled to return to the wreck. The 
robbers thought it was his intention to 
flag the express, which they had planned 
to rob. The brakeman notified the train 
crew, who started in a body and were not 
molested. After stopping the freizht, the 
alurm was sent over the wires to both 
Paxton and Peoria. Great excitement 
prevailed at both places, and a posse was 
prompily organized for the purpose of 
scouring the surrounding country in search 
of the fugitives. 


CYCLONE AT ASHEVILLE. 


Fifteen Buildings Wrecked—One Man Killed 
and Several Injured. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 4.—Reéliable news of a 
cyclone which swept through Granville and 
Vance counties yesterday afternoon could 
not be received until after midnight, owing 
to breaks of wires, nor could any speciais 
be sent from here to Atlanta for the same 
reason. 

Fifteen buildings were wrecked at Ashe- 
ville. One negro man was killed, four men 
badly hurt and one negro fatally injured. 
The track of the storm was only 150 yards 
wide and passed through the western part 
of town, where there were several largé 
wooden tobacco prize houses, which were 
wrecked, as were also the tobacco factory, 
tobacco warehouse and some dwellings.

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A BRAVE JUDGE 


Whom the Mississippi White Caps Could 
Not Bulldoze. 


ONE HUNDRED AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


Demanding the Release on Bail of 
Some of Their Crowd. 


THE JUDGE TACKLES THE GANG, 


Succeeds in Raising a Posse, and Repulses 
Them-—The Militia Called Out. 
Trouble Is Expected. 


Jackson, Miss,, May 4.—(Special.)—From 
a gentleman who was present at the court- 
house at Brookhaven today it is learned that 
a railroad case was being tried, when the 
judge looked out and saw a mob of 100 
white caps, armed with guns and pistols, ap- 
pear and surround the courthouse. 

Judge Chrisman left the room and went 
down to talk with them. 

The leader, pistol in hand, confronted him, 
When the judge ordered him arrested a 
shotgun was leveled on him and the white 
caps exclaimed: ‘Die, sir!’ 

The judge answered: “I know you, sir3 
you are 2 criminal.” 

Guns and pistols were presented and it 
looked as if the brave judge would be rid- 
dled.. Judge Chrisman fearlessly denounced 
them and ordered their arrest. 

In the meantime the remainder of the 
crowd who had remained in th ecourthouse 
began coming out but could not get through 
the Jine formed by the white caps. 

Finally Judge Chrisman broke through 
the line, rushed over to the town, which is 
a quarter of a mile from the courthouse, 
rang the fire bell, formed a posse of twenty- 
five armed citizens and came back. 

The white caps retired upon their appear- 
ance, They stopped in the woods two miles 
from town and an attack is apprehended 
tonight, but the governor is there with a 
military company and if they come will give 
them a warm reception. 


The indicted white caps are in jai] and 
will. remain unless the officers are over- 
powered, whoch now seems impossible. 

The complaint of the white caps js that 
there was no warrant in law for d@nying 
their indicted comrades bail. They are in- 
dicted for arson, which is not bailable in 
this state, when the building fired is in- 
habitef by human beings. 

This afternoon a military company of 
seventy-five men was organized, and 
Sheriff McNair swore in forty deputies out 
rifles to do duty during this term of court 
and longer, if required. 

Doubtless, the grand jury will find indict- 
ments against the leaders. Judge Chris- 
man has the support of the best element 
of the country, and will enforce the law to 
the utmost extent. The good citizens of 
the county are aroused, and publicly de 
nounce the action of the sympathizers of 
the prisoners. Everything is quiet tonight, 
and we do not fear any more trouble. Tha 
prisoners will be tried next Monday, and on 
that day Governor Stone will address the 
citizens of the county. Public notice hag 
been sent out to that effect. 


HOW THE - WATER CAME DOWN 


The Valley from the Broken Lewistos 
Reservoir. 


Toledo, May 4.—The Blade corresponds 
ent at Lewiston reservoir gives additional 
details of the break. The Great Sflami 
river hag its source in Lewiston reservoir, 
and begins at the wasteway, which broke. 
The first break fook away 100 feet of tha 
wasteway directly in front of a covered 
bridge 150 feet long, which spanned the 
Miami river only about seventy-tive feet 
from the reservoir. This bridge was sup- 
ported by heavy piling driven into the 
ground eighteen feet. This mighty 
force of water, covering over 17,000 acres 
and making the second largest (the St. 
Marys being the largest) artificial body of 
water in the world, struck the bridge., 
These pilings were as matches, and the 
heavy wooden bridge, weighing tons, was 
hurled down stream and lodged upright 
200 feet from its original place. The con« 
tinual rush of .water tore away another 
fifty feet, and then only a short time 
elapsed until the entire country for three 
miles south of the reservoir was inundate 
and the distance across the water east se 
west is three miles. Colonel Perkins, chief 
engineer; Colonel Bachteh, assistant en- 
ineer; John O’Connor, superintendent of 
division, and Hon. Frank MeCuilough, mem- 
bers of the state board of public works, 
are on the scene and doing everything that 
ean be done. Colonel Perkins places a 
rough estimate of the damage at $150,000, 
The loss to Logan county in pikes being 
washed out, and the displacement of the 
bridge near the reservoir will amount to 
$120,000. Farmers along the river will 
not lose much but their fences and crops, 
The water is still spreading over the coun- 
try around Lewiston. As soon as the 
level is reached, then the river will begin 
to raise rapidly. The warning has been 
ample, and no great loss of life of man o£ 
beast should result.

TALK IN A PECULIAR WAY 


About Their Actions as Members of That 
Body,and All Athens Is Still Dis- 
cussing That Verdict. 


Athens, Ga. May 4.—(Special.)}—The 
Beusse-Briggs verdict is still the talk on 
the streets and in the newspapers, To- 
day The Augusta Chronicle reports that an 
indignation meeting will be held, and says 
fits authority is from solid citizens who 
mean business. This is probably a mistake, 
but it ig true that instead of interest wan- 
fng and talk ceasing it is on the increase. 
Bensationa] statements have been going the 
gounds all day purporting to have come from 
members of the jury before whom the case 
was tried, and this afternoon The Consti- 
tution representative rode all over the coun- 
ty to invertigate the matter. The jurors 
were found and plain questions put to 
them in regard t6 the statements, and in al! 
the cases of Hill Lester and Spinks the 
pnuswers were just as plain and prompt. 

Mr. J. A. Lester, a member of the jury 
paid: 

“In reply to your request as a member of 
the jury in the Beusse-Briggs case, I will 
state that the verdict handed to the court, 
was not mine, that is, it was not accord- 


ance with my sense of justice. I agreed to 


the verdict on this condition, that if I could 
get out of the room without being polled, 
Inasmuch as I was alone, at that time in 
my stand, J would go, but if I was polled I 
would state that I could not. con- 
cur in the verdict. -I told the 
members of the jury that I never would 
gay that the defendants were not 
guilty. I have .been asked about 
the passing in and out of notes while the 
jury was in session. There were a num- 

r of notes passed in and out of the jury 
‘room through the sheriff: and bailiff. 1 
don’t know from whom these notes were 
received nor what they eontained. - Mr. 
Hazleton and Mr. Epps especially were 
sending out and. receiving notes all the 
time. Sunday morning’ Mr. Epps received 
a lot of strawberries, to which the mem- 
bers of the jury were treated. About the 
same time the strawberries came in, Mr. 
Hazleton received a lot of bed clothes. 
This was about 8 o'clock Sunday morning. 
On one morning during the trial some of 
the jurors were talking; Mr. Reynolds 
asked me who that was talking, and I re- 

lied that it was Hazleton and Epps. 
eruchde told Bailiff Tuck to go and stop 
the talking, because the bailiff thought they 
were talking about the case.” 

The Censtitution representative drove to 
the home of Juryman James E. Spinks, 
in Puryear’s district, today and asked him 
for an interview on the case. He prompt- 
ly dictated the following: 

“Notwithstanding the fact that 1 was a 
member of that jury, 1 think that the 
verdict was a shame and a disgrace. This 
may sound strange from a member of the 
jury, but I can easily explain my part in it. 
] was taken ill in the jury room and begged 
that the sheriff go to the judge and heave 
me released, when I found a verdict could 
not be reached, but was told I could not 
get out of there until something was done. 
I repeatedly tried to get information of my 
physical conditidf to the judge, but could 
not, as the reply to my requests was in- 
variably “You can’t get out of there until 
you reach a verdict.’ Finally, exhausted 
and suffering from pain in my back in- 
tensely, I told the other members of the 
fury that I would sign anything to get out 
of there, and that I would sign the ac- 
quittal verdict, but that 1 thought the 
defendants as guilty ag men ever were on 
earth. I signed that verdict in defense of 
my own life. I am still sick. In regard 
to the notes passing in and out of the jury 
room, that is a fact. Hazleton, Epps and 
Rhodes were sending out and receiving 
notes constantly through the sheriff and 
bailiff. I don’t know who they were from 
or what were in them, whether they were 
open or sealed. The first 1 would see of 
them, the recipients were reading them. 
I have served on juries several times, and 
this was the blackest affair 1 ever saw. In 
the jury room, one of the main things 
urged by those who favored acquittal was 
the fact that the state had refused to put 
up Robertson, the witness who went be- 
fore the grand jury. I do not know in 
what manner the jury became in possession 
of this and other facts that transpired 
while the jury was out of the courtroom. 
By-order of the judge one night, we went 
down to the sheriff's house. The defend- 
ants were sitting out on the jail steps, 
with the outside gate open, leaving the 
prisoners in full view and in speaking dis- 
tance of the jury. I don’t know that any 
conversation or even a word took place, 
but this looked strange to a man, from the 
country. People were thronging in and 
out, calling on the prisoners. I sent out 
for a bottle of medicine, and the judge and 
-all the lawyers had to see it before I got 
it, but not so with the letters. The jury 
first stood five for conviction and seven for 
acquittal, but it required only a short time 
to change them all to the acquittal side 
except Lester and myself. Lester told 
Hazleton while in the jury room that he, 
Hazleton, was fot fit to serve on a jury, 
which came near resylting in a difficulty. 
These are the facts.” 

Juror Hill heard Lester’s interview read 
and said he wanted to concur in all] the 
facts except the discussion of the case Be 
tween members of the jury during the 
course of the trial. This he did not hear. 
Hill further said that he was illiterate: 
could not read or write, and that Epps 
wrote his ballots, and he did not know 
whether they read guilty or not guilty, as 
he did not show them to any one else.

Cole City, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—Ten 
of the most desperate convicts in the Cole 
City camp made a daring attempt to escape 
this morning, and, but for the bravery and 
coolness of the guards, wauld, in all proba- 
bility, have succeeded. The gang was led 
by a desperate negro named Johnson, whe 
was sent up from Fulton county for a 
long term for burglary, and who was 
severely, if not mortally, wounded in the 
fight. In some way, the convicts secured 
some old gaspipe which they converted into 
guns by plugging up one end securely. 
A fuse was substituted for a trigger, ana 
the guns were loaded with/ anything that 
was calculated to kill. This’ morning, 
when the convicts were being moved to the 
works, the ten who had the dangerous 
weapons suddenly made a_ break, and, 

‘when called upon to halt, fired. The break 
Was sudden and unexpected, and, but for 
the coolness and bravery of the guards, 
would have been successful. ‘The guards 
returned the fire, and, after several shots, 
the convicts were subdued. In the fight 
Johnson and four or five other convicts 
were wounded, and it is thought Jobnson’s 
wounds will result in his death. ‘lwo of 
the guards were hurt, one of them quite 
badly. The convicts were subdued, and in- 
telligence of the affair was sent to the 
governor. 

The News at the Statehouse. 


The officers of the penitentiary depart- 
ment at the statehouse know very little of 
the outbreak. Principal INeeper of the 
Penitentiary Jones is not in the city, and 
all that is known about the trouble is told 
in this tlelgram, whicgs R. I. Wright, act- 
ing keeper, received yesterday: 

Colonel George H. Jones, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Ten convicts tried to escape at 5:30 o'clock 
p. m. by using guns made of gas pipes and 
powder and nails. Five convicts and one 
guard were wounded. None escaped.

He Is Chosen as Assistant Bishop of the 
Diocese of South Carolina. 
Charleston, S. C., May 4.—The election 
for the Episcopacy in the diocesan conven- 
tion today turned out contrary to expecta- 
tions to be almost entirely one sided. The 
ballot was held at noon and without nomi- 
nations or speéches. ‘The vote was as

Three parishes were di- 
vided, 

The New Assistant Bishop... 

General Ellison Capers, the newSxsist- 
ant bishop of the diocese, was*bérn in 
Charlestofi and is a son of the late Bishop 
Capers. tle received his early education 
at the Methodist high school at Cokesbury 
in Abbeville county. He was graduated 
from the Citadel academy in November, 
1so/, and after his graduation he accepted 
the position of assistant instructor at 
the Citadel. 

When the war broke out he promptly em- 
barked in it and was sveon elected colonel 
of the Twenty-fourth South Carolina regi- 
ment. His career in the western army 
was very distinguished and upon the death 
of General Stevens he was elevated to the 
position of brigadier general of Stevens's 
brigade. He wag conspicuous in the army 
for his gallantry and popularity with his 
men. . 

At the close of the war he was elected 
secretary of state af the provisional gov- 
ernment in 1865. Following the bent of 
his mind, he shortly afterward enered the 
ministry and filled the pastorate of the 
Episcopal church in Greenville for severa' 
years. He then removed to Alabama, but 
returned to Greenville at the earnest re- 
quest of his congregation. He is now ree- 
tor of Trinity church, Columbia. 


PHILLIPS BROOKS’S SUCCESSOR, 


Dean Lawrence, of Boston, Elected Bishop 
of Massachusetts. 

Boston, May 4.—The Episcopal convention 
——— chose Dean Lawrence, of Boston, the 
»road churechmen’s candidate, as bishop o 
the diocese of Massachusetts. sss 
Dean Lawrence has been dean of the Epgsoo- 
pal Theological school for many years. He is 
forty-two years old and was a graduate at 
Harvard in 1871. He is a son of Amos A. 
Lawrence and, therefore, a brother of Mr. 
Armory A. Lawrence and Mr. William C. 
Lawrence. The newly elected bishop was for 
many years a popular, enthusiastic and suc- 
cessful rector in Lawrence. He was born in 
Longwood, his father being the late Amos 
Lawrence, one of the founders of the city of 
Lawrence, in whose honor the new city ‘was 
named. After completing a preparatory Course 
of study in the Boston schools, Mr. Lawrence 
entered Harvard college. After his graduation 
he studied at Andover and later in Philadel- 
hia. In 1875 he was graduated from the 
piscopal Theological school @t Cambridge, 
and soon afterward though not until after a 
severe illness, he went to Lawrence. He 
became assistant at Grace church to Dr. 
George Packard and was ordained in Grace 
church June 1, 1876. 

Dr. Packard died in Navember, 1876. and 
in February, 1877, the assistant was elected 
rector. He continued in the rectorship until 
December 31, 1883, when he resigned to ac- 
cept the chair of professor of himiletics at 
the Episcopal Theological school in Cambridge. 
In the death of Dean Gray, four years ago, 
Professor Lawrence was elected dean of the 
theological school. He married in Roaston 
some eighteen years ago, Miss Juliet Cunning- 
ham, granddaughter of Bishop Parker, and 
has a family of five children. In Lawrence 
his work was remarkably successful. He 
built up the parish, was exceedingly success- 
ful in the development of parish work and 
impressed all whom he met as a man of rare 
executive ability combined with eloquence and 
greatness as a preacher.

NO HOPE FOR CARLYLE HARRIS. 


Governor Flower Kefuses to Interfere—In- 
forming the Doomed Man. 


Albany, N. Y., May 4.—Governor Flower 
has denied the application for clemency for 
Carlyle W. Harris and Harris will be elec- 
trocuted during the week beginning next 
Monday.

Harris Informed of His Fate. 

Sing Sing, May 4.—At 1 o'clock this after- 
pvon message wag received at the prison 
by Charles t', Durston, agent and warden, 
of Sing Sing prison, saying that the gov- 
ernor will not interfere in the Carlyle W. 
Halris case, 

Deputy Warden Durston - immediately 
went to the prison to notify Harris. As 
the warden approached his cell, Harris 
arose from his iron cot and pressed forward 
to the grating. In low solemn tones yet 
with a kindly intonation the new warden, 
whom he had never betore seen, told the 
young wife poinsoner of the gevernor’s re- 
fusal to interfere in his behalf. Although 
the blow must have been a terrible one, 
Harris, according to the warden, exhibited 
little emotion, A spasmodic elutch at the 
bars that gshug aut life, liberty and al] hope 
of future earthly happiness, might have 
been noticed momentarily, but instantly 
the young man nerved himself for a reply. 

‘Have I the privilege of seeing my moth- 
er again?” he asked in faltering tones, 
‘‘hefore—before—.”’ 

Then came a moment of silence that the 
compassionate warden hesitated to break 
In upon, 

“Certainly,” replied the warden, 
who had informed the once 
promising youth of the doom that could 
not be averted. 

‘Then, please tell her to come to see 
me as soon ag possible,” he whispered, and 
turned away despairingly. The warden 
said, on his return to the office: 

“I have seen a great many men in des- 
perate positions, but never before have I 
seen & man so cool under like circum- 
stances, _ 

Abe Hummel, Lawyer Howe’s partner, 
received the news first from a reporter. 
He said an application would be made for 
a respite of about thirty days. ‘“Harris’s 
nerves have been at a high tension since 
he went to Sing Sing,” said Mr. Hummel.

Crane. 


A CASE OF FORGERY AGAINST HIM. 


Many Rumorsof Large Forgéries by Him, 
But They’re Only in the Air Upto 
This Time. 


Charles C. Crane, a stylish young real es- 
tate speculator, is being looked for by 
Chief of Detectives Wright and his men, 
and his absence from his usual haunts gives 
color to the many rumors that are being 
circulated concerning many alleged swind- 
ling transactions of his, by which he Is re 
ported to have pocketed a big pile of shekels 
that belonged to other people. ; 

Chief Wright, however, is not basing 
his search upon the rumors he has heard, 
but is going upon the complaint made to 
him by Dr. F. W. Styles, the well known 
physician, whg says he is a victim of the 
young real estate man to the extent of just 
$650. This complaint was made to Chief 
Wright last night, and he immediately 
placed his men On the trail of the young 
man. 

Crane is widely known in Atlanta, and 
bas a karge circle of acquaintances in the 
business world, in which, for the past three 
or four years, he has been quite prominent. 
He is a young gentleman of fine attain- 
ments, good address, and is always fault- 
lessly attired in negt fitting clothes, put 
up after the model set forth in the latest 
fashion plate. 

Good dress is one of the marked charac- 
teristics of Crane. 

Of recent years he has been trading ig 
real estate and has kept an office in the 
Equitable building. He had a nice office 
there, which was well furnished and gave 
the idea to all visitors of a large and 
prosperous business. He did a fairly good 
business and his credit was always classed 
as No. 1. 

Crane came to Atlanta from Baltimore, 
about four years ago, when he was about 
twenty-three years old. He soon found 
himself many friends and in the social cir- 
cle in which he was thrown was received 
with a cordial welcome. 

He married an Atlanta lady and for a 
time resided with the family of his father- 
in-law. Since his trouble has been re- 
perted to the police it ig said that he has 
squandered a good sum of money for his 
wife’s father, but this, like many other 
rumors of his alleged sharp work, cannot 
be authenticated. 

Day before yesterday Crane negotiated 
to Dr. Styles two notes signed by J. W. 
Green, the Wheat street merchant, and 
endorsed across the back by himself. The 
notes called for $325 each and had the ap 
pearance of genuineness. Crane let Dr. 


Styles have them at a fair discount, so | 


the doctor says, and he thought he was 
making a straight transaction. 

Yesterday he called on Chief of Detec- 
tives Wright and said that he had been 
swindled and that he wanted Crane ar- 
rested. He stated that the two notes he 
had purchased from Crane were clever for- 
geries; that they had been so pronounced 
by Green, and that he had called on Crane 
and told him of his crookedness, and that 
he had failed to set the matter right, so 
he wanted him punished by the law. 

Chief Wright at once took hold ef the 
case and went to work to find the real es- 
tate man. A visit to his home revealed 
the fact that Crane was not there and gave 
rise to the belief that he had left the city. 
Then the detectives began a close search 
for Crane, but he could not be found. It 
is not known whether or not he has left the 
city, but the officers arg inclined to the 
opinion that he has. 

Many rumors of much larger forgeries by 
Crane were being circulated last night, 
but if there was any truth in them if could 
not be found out. The detectives who are 
working on the case will say but little 
about it. 

The news of Crane’s reported crooked- 
ness will be received with astonishment 
by his many acquaintances in the city, 
most of whom will regard it with increduli- 
ty. He is well and favorably known in 
the city, and any stories of crookedness 
on his part will necessarily create sur- 
prise.

The Opelika Mills Burn, Throwing About 
One Hundred Out of Employment. 

Opelika, Ala., May 4 —(Special.)—The 
Opelika knitting mills, including the stock 
and machinery, were completely destroyed 
by fire this morning at 1 o’clock.

News and Gossip of Macon—Death of Mr. 
William Randall—Mr, Cabaniss as 
Receiver—Personal Mention. 


Macon, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—It has 
for years been the monthly custom of the 
president and directors of the Central rail- 
road to publish in the daily papers of Savan- 
nah, from which the other papers of the 
State copied, a statement of each month's 
business done by the Central road and its 
branches. It was in the nature of a compar- 
ative statement, and these statements were 
always read with much interest by all inter- 
ested in the Central and its lines. It is now 
a subject of comment and criticism that 
these monthly statements have not been 
printed since the Central went into the 
hands of a receiver, and cértain Southwest- 
ern stockholders express themselves as in- 
tending to try and have the monthly state- 
ments published, at least so far as relates 
to the Southwestern road. They wish to 
know what are the earnings and expenses of 
the Southwestern. They believe that the 
Southwestern is easily paying expenses, and 
more, and that the earniggs of the South- 
western are being used to help operate the 
Central. A demand will probably be made 
to have the business of the Southwestern for 
the months of January, February, March 
and April of this year published, and the bus- 
iness of each month thereafter so long as it 
remains under control of the Central. 

Here is an idea advanced by a Southwest- 
ern railroad official] that may not be very 
palatable to some. He says if the reorgani- 
zation scheme for the Central road fails he 
thinks that all the stock that has been de- 
posited to enter the reorganization will be as- 
sessed a certain per cent to defray the ex- 
penses of lawyers’ fees and other costs at- 
tending the preliminaries of organization. 

To Light Camptires. 

Assistant Adjutant Harry Burns, of the 
Grand Army of the Republic of Georgia, has 
been notified by General A. G. Weisseit, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., that he would soon leave

A Novel Transportation Scheme of Floyd 
County Farmers—Clyde Shropshiré 
Back from Paris—Personal Notes. 


Rome, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—Today 
the Armstrong, Rome’s big hotel, is in the 
hands of a new management.

Under Colonel Walton the house became 
very popular and the force he organized 
Was an excellent one. 

Mr. Will Goodwin, who came from the 
Kimball to become head clerk under Colo- 
nel Walton, will retain his position under 
Mr. Lewis and so will Mr. John W. Cok- 
er, the popular night clerk. Mr. Lewis 
is ah experienced hotel man and will keep 
the Armstrong up to the high standard 
it has muintained under Colonel Waltvn.

M. Shropshire, of this city, announcing the 
arrival of his son, Clyde Shropshire, in New 
York from Paris, Mr, Shropshire has 
been living abroad for three years and has 
returned to America to make his home on 
this side the Aaltntic. He is one of the 
brightest young men Rome has ever seut 
out, and his hundreds of friends here are 
glad he has returned to America to live. 
He will come to Rome via Chicago and 
will spend several months here. He has 
not'as yet decided where he will locate, but 
will go to New York or Atlanta to make his 
future home. 

The preparations for the great demonstra- 
tion on firemen’s parade day, May th, are 
actively going forward and if nothing oc- 
curs to disturb the arrangements it will be 
one of the greatest days Rome has ever 
seen.

Captured in Alabama,

The Cuban Uprising. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
Cuban revolutionists will obey the order 
to surrender within eight days. 

Our advices are from Spanish sources 
and it is quite likely that they underrate 
the importance of the outbreak. The 
revolutionists may number ouly a few 
hundred men, or they may run up into 
the thousands. Just at present we can 
get nothing reliable in regard to their 
sirength. 

Even in the event of a formidable 
revolt, the Spaniards have the advant- 
age on their side. They have 12,000 
regular soldiers in Cuba, including the 
famous civil guard, an organization 
composed of veterans who patrol the 
island in squads of cavalry. These 
men know every inhabitant and know 
whether he is loyal or disloyal. 

If this forcé is insufficient Spain can 
furnish more troops. She has on a 
peace footing 100,000 soldiers and 452,- 
000 on a war footing. Her colonial 
forces number 286,000. Her navy has 
126 steam vessels, exclusive of a tor- 
pedo fleet, and seven of her ironclads, 
are of the highest class. Such a power 
should be able to deal with Cuba if the 
inhabitants were all united, but the 
islanders are divided, and doubtless at 
least half of them would side with the 
government. 

Under the circumstances, we see little 
hope for Cuba, until the United States 
purchases the island at some future 
day. No ordinary rebellion has any 
chance of success. 


The Platform Is the Test. 

A few of the editorial brethren * 
Georgia are developing such a tremen- 
dous faculty for, dreaming dreams and 
beholding visions that they allow ‘them- 
selves to be led away from the realities, 

Our readers have already seen some

We are of the opinion that the breth- 
ren who are engaged in formulating 
such charges are doing an injustice to 
themselves, to the people and the presi- 
dent. Their sensitiveness to the trend 
of democratic discussion will not find a 
sympathetic echo in the minds of the 
people, whose sole interest in politics 
is to put in operation those principles 
of government which they believe will 
restore equity to legislation and pro- 
mote the greatest good of all. 

We have been trying to fathom the 
purposes of the supersensitive brethren, 
who are trying thus early to sow the 
seeds of discord in the minds of the 
people.

originates from such contemptible qual- 
ities of mind that it is hardly worth 
noticing, but the most curious fact about 
it is the haste with which its authors 
run away from it when an effort is 
made to bring them face to face with the 
logic of it. When The Constitution asks 
them plumply why it is an attack on 
the administration to insist on an equl- 
table division of the federal offices 


of the democratic platform steadily in 
view, there is no reply. Nothing is 
heard from the supersensitive brethren 
except the shuffling of feet as they run 
away from their own pop-gun which 
they are horrified to find is about to 
go off at the wrong end.

This statement is ridiculous on the 
face of it. 

The gubernatorial contest in Georgia, 
if there is any, will be between a demo- 
crat on one hand 2nd an anti-democrat 
on the other. The contest for the nom- 
ination will be between democrats—men 
who supported and who stand on the 
democratic platform. We do not know 
of any Cleveland or  anti-Cleveland 
democrats. Those who are trying to 
set up such a ruling are doing the gross- 
est injustice to Mr. Cleveland. They 
are trying to make him out bigger and 
greater than the party, whereas he 
would be the first to repudiate such an 
assumption if it were brought to his 
dttention. As the president, his rela- 
tions to the democratic platform are 
simply those of the humblest democrat 
in the land. 

And the platform is the thing. The 
platform is the gauge and test of de- 
mocracy. It is the declaration of prin- 
ciples made by the party. It is the 
official utterance of the organization. 
Whoever accepts it, and stands on it, 
and lends it his loyal and enthusiastic 
support is a democrat, and there cannot 
be found at this time any other measure 
of democracy in Georgia or elsewhere. 
There were Cleveland and anti-Cleve- 
land men before the party organiza- 
tion spoke, but when the party formu- 
lated its platform and named its candi- 
dates there were no longer any Cleve- 
land or anti-Cleveland democrats. Nor 
are there any such now except in the 
minds of those editors who seem anx- 
lous to merge the party and the par- 
ty’s principles in the personality of the 
president. 

The man who stands squarely ty the 
democratic platform and all its pledges 
is a democrat, and there is not in Geor- 
gia any other kind of democrat. 


Magnifying His Office. 

The tart telegram of Governor Syl- 
vester Pennoyer, of Oregon, to Secre- 
tary Gresham is interesting mainly be- 
cause it shows a streak of the irritation 
that was felt by certain southern gov- 
ernors in the old days when they sus- 
pected that the federal authority was 
intruding on their domains. 

The governor of Oregon doesn’t seem 
to have a great regard for any kind of 
a president. When Mr. Harrison passed 
through Oregon, on his return from his 
southern junket, it was suggested to 
Governor Pennoyer that it would be 
the correct thing to call and pay his 
respects to the president. The reply 
was characteristic. “He knows where 
to find me,” said the governor. “If he 
wants to see me let him call on me.” 

This shows that the governor of Ore- 
gon is inclined to magnify his office and 
to regard the governor of a state soy- 
ereign in its own sphere as in some re- 
spects as big a man as the president of 
the United States. 


The Government's Obligations. 

The administration has decided for 
the present, as our readers know, to 
pay in gold the notes that the govern- 
ment has contracted to pay in silver or 
in coin. This, of course, disposes for 
the time besng of the purely economic 
question, bat it does not dispose of the 
moral question, which, in the nature of 
things, takes precedence in such mat- 
ters. AS a mere temporary expedient, 
Mr. Carlisle’s disposition may be both 
wise and prudent. That is to say, it 
may be both wise and prudent, as a 
merely temporary expedient, to redeem 
the silyer notes in gold, and for that 
reason The Constitution does not en- 
dorse that line of western democratic 
criticism which Strongly hints that Mr. 
Carlisle is merely carrying out the 
financial policy of the Harrison admin- 
istration. 

This is to take a merely superficial 
view of the matter. Those who have 
watched Mr. Carlisle’s policy closely 
and understandingly must be aware of 
the fact that from the moment he en- 
tered office he has been constantly en- 
gaged in a contest witli the speculafive 
element in Wall street which has con- 
trolled every republican secretary of 
the treasury since the war. Mr. Car- 
lisle has made a firm stand against this 
element from the very first, and we 
have no doubt he had the best of rea- 
sons for resorting to the temporary ex- 
pedient of paying the silver obligations 
of the government in gold. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
Speculative element in Wall Street is 
not afraid of a panic.: It has gathered 
in its largest supply of plunder during 
a period of pnnic, and its greed has 
sharpened its appetite to the point of 
recklessness. Those who have kept an 
eye on Wall street during the recent 
raid on the gold reserve cannot have 
failed to perceive that certain interests 
in Wall street are not averse to a con- 
dition of affairs that will put a pre- 
mium on gold as against silver and its 
paper representatives. While other in- 
terests in various parts of the country 
were contributing gold to strengthen 
the treasury reserve Wall street held 

Not a dollar's worth of 


among the states, or to keep the pledges | 


that quarter, and its 
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it has been. 
strated once more that patriotic mo- 
tives have no place in Wall street. It 
is all “business.” ; 

These are facts to be remembered by 
those democrats’ who are inclined to 
criticise Mr. Carlisle’s temporary expe- 
dient. From a purely economic point 
of view, considering the attitude of 
Wall street, it fiay be best to redeem 
the silver obligations in gold. It should 
be remembered, moreover, that Mr. 
Carlisle’s temporary policy does not in 
the slightest degree obscure the moral 
question.. That remains as clear as 
ever, and is not in the least affected by 
the emergency which hds led Mr. Car- 
lisle to take a purely economic view of 
the matter. The government has cer- 
tain debts outstanding which are rep- 
resented by the pdper currency in cir- 
culation. Some of these debts the gov- 
ernment has obligated itself to pay in 
gold, some in coin, and some in silver. 
The gold obligations are known as gold 
certificates, the coin obligations are rep- 
resented by the legal tender notes, and 
the silver obligations are represented 
by the silver certificates. The particu- 
lar obligation is written across the face 
of each note, so that the holder thereof 
is put on notice as to its status. 

Now the government is under no 
moral obligation to redeem in gold those 
notes that are redeemable in “coin” or 
in silver dollars. As to whether the 
moral question shall be paramount or 
take precedence over the purely eco- 
nomic view, that is a matter to be de- 
cided to fit the occasion, but no tempo- 
rary expedient can obscure the moral 
question. The people understand it 
thoroughly, for it is a matter that af- 
fects their most vital interests. 


A Sectional Cry. 

The Chicago Tribune views the grow- 
ing popularity of the proposed income 
tax with undisguised alarm. It says: 

The Tribune printed recently an urgent de- 
mand by The Atlanta Constitution for an. in- 
come tax, 80 as to make it possible for con- 
gress to take the duties off of foreign com- 
peting products and yet bave revenue enough 
for the needs of the government. Other 
Georgia democratic papers and leaders are 
joining in quite generally in this demand. This 
is not surprising. A graded income tax would 
be popular in that state. The number of 
men who would be hit and hurt by it would 
not be large, and the democratic-confederate 
party in that state is overwhelmingly strong. 
It is ruled by old rebels and their sons, band- 
ed together to keep down the negroes and 
animated by an intense hatred of the repub- 
licans of the north, who whipped them back 
into the union and emancipated their slaves, 
offenses which will not be forgiven or forgot- 
ten for a long time to come. 

A heavy, graded, inquisitorial, injurious in- 
come tax on the business men of the north 
would rejoice the hearts of the Georgians 
and have their zealous support. The more 
it damaged and crippled those business men 
the better the confederates of the south 
would like it and the more determined would 
they be that it should not be repealed. They 
would be willing to lose the votes of a good 
many thousand wealthy confedegates, be- 
cause more damage would be doue to the on 
union sections of the country than to the 
vid rebel ones. 

This is sectionalism run mad. . The 
republican organs raise the same cry 
when we protest against fraudulent 
pensions, when we propose to reform 
the tariff, when we demand bimetallism 
and when we advocate state banks, 
They see in all of these reforms a pur- 
pose inimical to the interests of the 
north, and especially the east. 

Now, in the light of the history of 
the republican party, The Tribune’s ex- 
cited rant is simply amusing. Only the 
other day, a leading New. England news- 
paper in protesting against the present 
organization of the senate financial com- 
mittee as threatening the interests of 
the east, admitted in so many words 
that for thirty years thé government 
had ‘been organized, and had directed 
its financial policy with a view to pro- 
moting and building up the material in- 
terests of the eastern corner of the re- 
public at the expense of other sections. 

If a sectional financial policy has pre- 
vailed for a generation in the interests 
of the east, it comes with bad grace now 
for the favored capitalists and privi- 
leged monopolists of that locality to 
complain because it is proposed that 
they shall pay their just and propor- 
tionate share of taxes. 

But a general income tax is not sec- 
tional any more than any other tax: 
applicable to the whole country is sec- 
tional. The Chicago paper inting§.tes 
that such a tax would exasperate dem- 
ocratic capitalists in the east and cause 
them to reduce wages and employ fewer 
hands in their mills and factories. 

Admitting that some democrats in the 
east, and also in the south and west, 
will oppose the tax for selfish reasons, 
are the people to pause in their work 
of reform because the privileged few 
clamor against it? Shall the plain citi- 
zen in Georgia or in Iowa pay a heavier 
tax on his visible property in the shape 
of a $5,000 farm than is paid by a bond- 
holder in Massachusetts with an annual 
income of $10,000? 

If it is sectionalism for the heavily 
taxed farmer to demand justice, is it 
not sectionalism for the untaxed spec- 
ulator in the east to shirk the payment 
of his share of the public expenses? 

The people propose to have something 


to say in this matter. 


We trust that when Editor Billy Rich- 


ardson, of Columbus, gets his consulate, or 
something of that kind, the 60-cent dollar 


will be worth 100 cents.

GRESHAM’S WARNING. 


Why He Telegraphed to the Pacific Coast 
Governors. 
Washington Special. 

As soon as Secretary of State Gresham 
returned here he gave his attention to im- 
portant and somewhat startling reports from 
California. These reports were to the effect 
an anti-Chinese outbreak is almost certain ta 
occur in San Francisco and throughout the 
Pacific country when the Chinese exclusion 
act takes effect within the next few days. 
The information which came to Secretary 
Gresham was quite specific and wholly relia- 
ble, and it indicated danger of great violence 
to the Chinese population, particularly through 
California. 

Within an. hour after Secretary Gresham icf, 
the presidential train, bringing him back from 
Chicago, he was framing telegrams to the 
governors of the far western states, appealing 
to them to maintain order and to protect 
the Chinese against assault. One of these tel- 
egrams was to Governor Morrow, at Sacra- 
mento, Cal. It was quite lengthy, and inform- 
ed the governor that the state department had 
reliable reports indicating danger of violence 
to the Chinese population when the Geary 
exclusion act takes effect. Judge Gresham 
added that President Cleveland earnestly hop- 
ed that the govrenor would employ al! lawful 
means for the protctiom of the Chinese in 
California. 

The nature of the information which has 
reached the secretary of state cannot be as. 
certained, but it is evident from his telegrams 
to Governor Morrow apd others that he re 
gards the subject as serious and the dange1 
threatening. it is quite unusual for the fed- 
eral authorities tg appeal to the governor 
of a state regarding police affairs within the 
jurisdiction of the state. It will be 
recalled that when the New Orleans atrocity 
occurred and Italy demanded redress for the 
lynchng of a number of her countrymen, Mr. 
Blaine, the secretary of state, insisted that 
the subject was one wholly within the juris- 
diction of the governor of Louisiana andthat 
the federal government had nothing to do 
with the case. Judge Gresham’s telegrams in- 
dicates a departure from the old rule, and a 
desire on the part of Mr. Cleveland and his 
associates to maintain order and protect the 
Chinese without wasting words over a con- 
struction of the constitution as to the respec- 
tive rights of the state aud federal govern- 
ment.. 


Legislative Control of Wages. 


From The St. Louis Republic. 

The Atlanta Constitution thinks that when 
the Illinois house voted to submit a consti. 
tutional amendment giving the general as- 
scintly absolute power in all questions relat- 
ing to the wages of persons in the employ- 
ment of corporations it did it to “curry favor 
with the socialists.’’ 

This is a mistake. It was done without 
realizing the enormous extent of the power 
thus demanded. If such an amendment were 
adopted, wages in Lilinois could be reduced 
by vote of the general assembly, or laws 
could be passed giving corporation judges 
greater power over labor than that the feder- 
al courts are attempting to exercise. It would 
be in the power of a lobby with meney suffi- 
cient to control a corrupt balance of power 
in the legislature, to pass an act under which 
corporation employes in IMinois could be pun- 
ished for striking and compelled to return tv 
work. 

If adopted, the amendment would deprive 
the labor employed by corporations of all the 
safeguards of its rights which it has enjoyed 
under the various constitutions of Llinois. It 
would then be constitutional for a lobby con- 
trolled legislature to exercise the same pow- 
er over labor that the czar of Russia exer- 
cises over his peasants.

THE CHICAGO MAKAKET 


Features of the Speculative Movement ina 
Grais and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, May 4—Operations in wheat on the board 
of trade today were inclined to be conservative in view 
of the panicky condition of affairs in Wall street. The 
consequence was that prices remained rather steady, 
and values were not as much advanced as the bullish 
nature of the situation would have warranted under 
ordinary circumstances. The news from abroad 
was of unpromising prospects for the crops. Russia 
was praying for better weather, and France was re- 
ported still suffering from the unbroken drought. The 
weather in this country continued to be bad for the 
winter wheat, which lies unfavorable for seeding in the 
northwest. The Cincinnati Price-Current gave con- 
firmation to the numerous private reports which have 
been coming to hand of the retrogading condition of 
winter wheat. The market opened unchanged, and ex- 
hibited a hesitating tone for a time, then became firm 
and advanced %c. Meantime reports of the tumbling 
of stocks values and the failures on Wall street began 
to be felt, and when Walker & Co. and other houses 
sold out for account of Henry Alien & Co., the broken 
New York brokers, a line of a million bushels of wheat 
there was a reaction of 4c. though the offerings were 
quite readily absorbed, and the market turned strong 
again as soon as the pressure was removed. The re- 
covery was assisted by firmerand higher cables from 
the United Kingdom and the continent, the strength 
being held to the close. July opened unchanged at 
74'sc, advanced to 75 4c, reacted to about the opening 
figures, advanced again and closed steady at 74% c. 

The corn market was fairly active and strong. May 
closed yesterday at 42, and July, which closed at 44'4c, 
opened at 42%c and 3iXc respectively. May worked up 
gradually until it Drought 43c and July rose to dite. 
The weather was generally unfavorable for planting and 
the receipts were light. The continued dry weather 
abroad and unfavorable seed time it stimulating the 
demand from consumers, aod that is reflected in the 
speculative market and gives encouragement to bu 
ers for long account and to those who are short.

When he went away last September to 
take charge of the fire department in Jack- 
souville his .friends did not believe that 
he could stay away from Atlanta like he 
has, but he did, and is looking all the bet- 
ter for it. It is very evident that be gets 

lenty to eat, for he weighs an even two 

undred pounds, where last year, eight 
months ago, his avoirdupois was only 175. 

He is simply in love with the city of his 
adoption and declares that Atlanta no long-

But We fave Had Several Governors in 
Georgia | 


WHO WERE SET ON TRIGGERS, TOO, 


And They Did Not Hesitate to Talk Back 
with Boldness at Presidents 
and Armed Men. 


Governor Pennoyer’s telegram to Secretary 
of State Gresham was read with much in- 
terest ‘at the statehouse yesterday. The 
comments on it were interesting, too. 

Governor Pennoyer is a populist and has 
been rather fresh, the capitol officials say, 
ever since he went in office. He would not 
go out to meet President Harrison when he 
was on his trip, and he would not let the 
state’s guns be fired in celebration of Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s election last fall. 

“Pennoyer is all right in his intentions of 
maintaining the sovereignty of his state, but 
he has a gruff way of expressing his policy,” 
said one official. ‘“‘He might be more polite 
and courteous in his tone. It is net cus- 
tomary for one executive to be curt to a co- 
ordinate. Here in Georgia our governors 
have always resented interference by the na- 
tional government in state affairs. There 
was the case of Governor Rabun, who had 
a tart correspondence with General Jack- 
son seventy-five years ago. The governor 
told the general to attend to his own busi- 
ness iw very plain words, but the general was 
net president then. He was in command of 
the troops in the field. Governor Rabun 
had sent Captain Obed Wright with,a com- 
mand against some hostile Indian towDs. 
Wright came across a village and he burned 
it and several of the Indians were killed. 
They were hostile, and it was charged that 
they had committed several murders. Cap- 
tain Wright had disobeyed orders and Gen- 
eral Jackson had him put in irous. Gov- 
ernor Kabun demanded his release. Wright 
was afterward arrested by order of the gov- 
ernor, but finally escaped. in the corre 
spondence which grew out of the incident 
General Jackson was tart and Governor dia- 
bun replied saltily to him. 

“Governor ‘i‘roup and Governor Gilmer 
each had some spirited correspondence in 
their days with the presidents, afd the cor- 
respondence which passed_between Governor 
Joe Brown aud President Jefferson Davis 
over the conscript law. Georg: a’s governors 
stood up every time against interference by 
the nauonal governments and showed their 
resentment wnen broad suggestions were 
made. We all remember how Governor 
brown protested agaiust the operation of the 
conscript law, not because he wanted to ham- 
per the confederate government, for, as he 
distinctly. stated, he would raise all the 
troops required by the confederate govern- 
ment, but he declared that the act was un- 


constitutional. He turned the tables, tuo, 
on Mr. Davis when he reminded 
the president that he himselt 
had declined a comuuission as 


inajor geueral offered by L’residetu Poik, 
stating that he believed the states saould 
select the commanding officers for their 
troops.” 

Governor Troup’s clash with the national 
government came about through the atiempt 
of the state to make a survey of lands 
in south Georgia occupied by tne Indians. 
General Gaines was in the vicinity and 
had military jurisdiction. He interfered wita 
the preliminary steps to the survey and 
some hot correspondence passed between 
aimself and the governor. Finally he 
wrote some letters to the papers and the 
governor took exception to them. He con- 
sidered them insulting. Complaining to the 


president, Governor Troup said that in 
maintaining correspondence with the gov- 
ernment of the United States he had not 


permitted any false considerations of dig- 


nity, or any false estimates of forms and 
ceremonies, which usually govern diplo- 
matic intercourse between states, to. in- 


terpose the least difficulty. “So. far from 
it,’ he said, “Il have cheerfully descended 
to the level of ererything which it pleased 
you at any time to employ as your repre- 
sentative or organ—from the clerks of goy- 
ernment bureaus up to your major generals 
by brevet, and have acted and treated with 
them as equals. 

.“In the deportment of some of these 1 
have experienced annoyance, self-sufficien- 
cy, a hanghty and contemptuous carriage, 
and a most insulting interference with our 
local politics; and these « characteristics were 
not exhibited to one but toallofthe  consti- 
tuted authorities of the state. Now, sir, 
suffer me in conclusion to ask if these 
things have been done in virtue of your 
own instructions express or implied, or 
by authority of any warrant from you 
whatsoever; and, if ont so done, whether 
you: will sanction or adopt them as yagr 
own, and thus hold vyeurself responsible 
to the government of Georzia?” 

General Gaines continued to publish [et- 
ters in the newspapers which were insult- 
ing and the governor wrote to the president. 
In the letter Goverfior Troup said: “It is 
expected that your indignant reprobation 
of his conduct will be marked by the most 
exemplary punishment which the law will 
enable yon to inflict. I demand, there- 
fore. as chief magistrate of Georgia, his 
immediate recall and his arrest, trial and 
punishment under the rules and articles of 
war.’ 

The president declined to have General 
Gaines arrested 

Governor Gilmer’s Spat. 


Governor Gilmer had a great deal of 
trouble over the refusal of people to leave 
the Cherokee territory. Two missionaries 
were arrested and convicted and the gover- 
nor was censured severrly outside the 
state. But they fhad been inciting the 
Cherokees and the settlers to disregard the 
laws of the state. 3 
This was followed by the trial and con- 
viction of one Tassels for murder in the 
Cherokee strip. 

Tassels was tried in the Hall eounty 
court. It was claimed that the court had 
no jurisdiction. The chief justice of the 
supreme court of the United States was 
appealed to and he sent writs to Governor 
Gilmer and the sheriff of Hall county. 
The governor sent a message to the gen- 
eral assembly and that body adopted reso- 
lutions expressing regret at the interfer- 
ence by the chief justice in the administra- 
tion of the criminal law of the state and 


pronounced the interference a flagrant 
violation of Georgia’s rights. 
The resolutions proceeded to enjoin the 


governor. .and every other officer of the 
state to disregard any and every mandate 
and process that might be served purport- 
ing to come from the chief justice of the 
supreme court, for the purpose of arrest- 
ing the execution of any of the criminal 
laws of the state. Governor Gilmer was 
authorized, too, with all the force and 
means placed at his. command by the 
state constitution to resist any invasion 
upon the administration of the criminal 
laws of the state.
